Greetings to you all in what are strange times for each of us. We hope that you 
are keeping as healthy and happy as is possible and doing your best to take 
pleasure in the small things. Stamps are certainly in the category of small things 
which can bring you plenty of the good in life and right now any hobby or pastime 
which adds to your well-being is a great asset to you. 


How lucky stamp collectors are to have whole other worlds available to them 
to discover, re-visit and investigate through their stamp collections. We have 
some very special additions to offer in the coming months. These stamps 

are sure to brighten up your day with humour, bring you Ireland in an earlier 
political time, in the first half century of the State being established and to learn 
of the ancient tradition of letter writing and correspondence in Ireland. We can 
also reveal in this edition the final set of stamps in the ninth definitive series ‘A 
history of Ireland in 100 objects, a selection.’ 


On April 9 An Post issued a stamp to commemorate the centenary of the birth 
of Liam Cosgrave, who became Taoiseach of Ireland in 1973. Liam Cosgrave, 
eader of Fine Gael from 1965, spent four years as Taoiseach. He led a coalition 
government through a very difficult period marked by threats to both the 
economy and to national security. Although Liam Cosgrave was only 57 when 
he resigned as leader of Fine Gael he already had a long career in national 
politics going back to 1943 when he was first elected to the Ddil at the age of 23. 





Ancient Postal Routes are the theme of our contribution to the EUROPA 
Pan-European philatelic project (PostEurop), A strong tradition of medieval 
etter writing, scholastic studies and illuminated manuscripts existed among 
reland’s learned and scholarly class. In most cases this was our religious people, 
engaged in study and correspondence within Ireland and between Ireland 
and Europe, (Rome in particular.) The known mapped routes between Dublin 
and Rome, rich evidence of letter writing in the 12th Century and manuscript 
drawings have informed a charming illustrated interpretation of the journey 
of a letter in the Middle Ages. For the last time we will showcase the history of 
Ireland though it's amazing collection of objects, spanning 6,900 years. Many 
of these objects are now housed in various Irish history and heritage museums, 
for the nation to visit and enjoy. This set of definitive stamps forms the closing 
chapter on the definitive series ‘A history of Ireland through its objects - a 
selection, which first issued in 2017. With the completion of phase four, over 
fifty objects have featured on stamps, capturing all aspects of Irish life from 
cookery to war, schooling to emigration, clothing to culture. Also in August we 
look forward to issuing a set of stamps, which are full of humour that is both 
distinctly Irish and distinctly a distinct part of Irish pop-culture. 











The comedy series Father Ted first broadcast 25 years ago and has become 
comedy gold since that time. Father Ted catchphrases are now firmly a part of 
our vocabulary, with well-loved characters played by a slew of actors who are 
famous both in Ireland and abroad. The influence of the sit-com is far reaching 
for a series which gathered a small but loyal following during its three series run, 
starting in 1995. Or As Father Dougal might say “That's mad Ted!” 








Our final issue featured in this Collector is a set of two stamps which mark civil 
disobedience as a tool employed by the Irish people to show resistance to 
British rule. The Ddil Courts and the Munitions Strike feature on the September 
issue marking the War of Independence.

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Centenary of the birth of 
Liam Cosgrave 


On April 9, 2020, An Post issued a stamp to commemorate the centenary of the birth of Liam 
Cosgrave. Designed by Post Studio, the stamp features the famous portrait of Liam Cosgrave by 
Edward McGuire RHA which hangs in Leinster House (courtesy of the Office of Public Works). 


Liam Cosgrave's political career began in 1943 when he was elected as a Fine Gael deputy to Dáil 
Eireann (aged 23). In 1954 he was appointed Minister of External Affairs (now Foreign Affairs). He 
was elected as leader of Fine Gael in 1965 and after a successful election campaign he became 
Taoiseach of Ireland in 1973. 


Following Fine Gael's election defeat in 1977, Liam Cosgrave 
resigned as leader of Fine Gael and then as a TD for Dun 
Laoghaire in 1981. During his political career, he married Vera 
Osborne in 1950 and they had two sons and a daughter. 


After a long illness, Liam Cosgrave died at the age of 97 in 
October 2017. President Michael D Higgins led tributes to the 
former Taoiseach and Fine Gael leader saying, “Liam Cosgrave 
was committed to serving the people of Ireland with all of his 
energy, intellect as well as passion” 





Liam Cosgrave

Cosgrave joined the army in 1940 and went on 
to be a commissioned officer. In 1943, he was 
called to the Bar, but politics was his true calling 
and he was elected to the Dail in the same year.

Designed by Red&Grey, the stamps and FDC 
are based on illustrations by Orlagh Murphy. 
Taking inspiration from religious art, using 

a quadriptych (four quadrant layout), the 
stamps tell the story of the journey of a letter 
from the letter writer to the receiver during 
the Middle Ages. 


The images on the first stamp (N rate) feature 
both the author of the message and the 
message being carried overseas by boat. The 
images on the second stamp (W rate) feature 
both the message being carried over land on 
horseback and the delivery of the message to 
the recipient. 


Inspired by an archival drawing, Orlagh 
Murphy's illustration on the FDC depicts a 
map of the European travel route of Giraldus 
Cambrensis (c. 1146 - c.1223). The route shows 
how he travelled from Dublin to Rome via 
Paris. 


Giraldus Cambrensis was a prolific writer 
and influential figure in the twelfth century 
Renaissance, a period of social, political and 
economic transformation in Europe. He wrote 
‘Topographia Hiberniae’ as an account of the 
landscape and people of Ireland, circa 1188.

War of Independence 
Civil Society 


On September 24, 2020, An Post willissue two additional stamps to commemorate the War of 
Independence. This set follows on from the War of Independence stamp, which issued in February, 
featuring Sean Keating's ‘Men of the South’ painting. These two stamps mark the role and impact of 
political confrontation and civil disobedience during the War of Independence. 


Designed by Ger Garland, one stamp features a photograph of an IRA Court in Session in Westport 
Town Hall, summer 1920. The Dáil Courts were established to administer a system of Irish law (civil and 
criminal from 1920-24). The image features Conor Maguire presiding with Edward Moane on his left 
and John O'Boyle on his right. One of IRA policemen is Sean Gibbon. This image is reproduced courtesy 
of the National Museum of Ireland. 


The second stamp features an image of a 
Headline from the ‘Freeman's Journal’, 21 
May 1920 in relation to the Munitions Strike 
when the Dockers downed tools and refused - $ 
to handle war materials. The Munitions cd 
Strike (May-December 1920), was one of -i 
the largest examples of civil disobedience 

in support of the War of Independence.
